Washington. Nov. 5.— (Special)—Si­ 
lently the ballots are falling today in 
every part of the Union save here in 
Washington, the seat of government 
and for the next four years the home 
of the man who will be chosen by 
those ballots as president of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
In a few* hours we shall know the re­ 
sult of one of the most interesting 
campaigns in years and in which for 
the first time forty-eight states com­ 
posing the contiguous territory of the 
United States take part. 
There are three contending and pos­ 
sible candidates in the field, any one of 
whom might be chosen, making this 
the first three-cornered presidential 
contest within the memory of present 
voters. 
Each ticket is a factor in the 
contest, as the votes polled for the so­ 
called third ticket may decide the elec­ 
tion. 
Also Electing a Congress. 
Second only to the election of the 
president is the election of a congress, 
especially as the result today may 
change the political complexion of the 
senate, which has been for so many 
years Republican. In thirty states leg­ 
islatures will be elected which will 
choose senators. 
In three-^-Illinois, 
Idaho and Colorado—two senators are 
to he elected. 
The Illinois vacancy 
was caused by voting Lorimer out of 
the senate and the Idaho vacancy by 
the death of Senator Heyburn. 
The 
Colorado vacancy has existed for two 
years because the last legislature did 
not choose a successor to Senator 
Hughes. 
The states in which senators are to 
he chosen are: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Colorado, Delaware, Georgia, Idaho, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Lou­ 
isia n ^ .Michigan, Minnesota. Mississip­ 
pi. Montana. Nebraska. Nevada, New 
Hampshire. New Jersey, North Caroli­ 
na, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Carolina, 
South Dakota. Tennessee, Texas. W est 
Virginia and Wyoming. Maine has held 
her election and will elect a Republi­ 
can in place of Gardner. Democrat. In 
many of the states the primary elec­ 
tions have already settled the senator­ 
ship. 
The new* house of representatives to 
he elected will he composed of 435 
members, the largest ever known. Of 
these two in Vermont and four in 
Maine have already been elected. 


Many Governors to Be Elected. 


Were it not for the overshadowing 
interest in the presidential contest tho 
country would be considering the stat© 
elections where many governors are 
being chosen. The states electing gov­ 
ernors today are Colorado, Connecti­ 
cut, Delaware, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Mon­ 
tana. Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
York. North Carolina, North Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas. Utah, Washington, 
W est Virginia and Wisconsin. 
In many of these states the contests 
have been spirited and interesting be­ 
cause of local conditions. 
This Is es­ 
pecially true in New York, where there 
are three tickets in the field and each 
claiming success. 


All Eyes on the Presidency. 


But no matter what other contests 
there may be it is the presidential 
•lection which attracts attention and 
brings out the largest vote. 
The peo­ 
ple may be apathetic in other years 
even when they should be interested, 
but the choice of a chief magistrate 
never fails to arouse the voters. Near­ 
ly everybody is Interested in the great 
quadrennial event. 
Every presidential election has its 
particular feature of interest whicn 
makes it different from all others that 
have gone before, although we are 
bound to acknowledge that for years 
past there has been considerable repe­ 
tition so far as results are concerned. 
But this year we have something dif­ 
ferent, something that has not occur­ 
red before, and consequently all eyes 
will be turned on the returns which re­ 
late to the presidency.

The Democrats fur­ 
nished entertainments for the political 
onlookers, first in the fight beween 
Bryan and Parker for the temporary 
chairmanship. 
The only two men liv­ 
ing who had run for president on the 
Democratic ticket met in a short con­ 
test for this fleeting honor. 
The sev­ 
eral speeches of Bryan in which he 
lashed 
leading Democrats 
and 
de­ 
nounced New York Democracy furnish­ 
ed intense interest to the proceedings. 
The almost successful run of Champ 
Clark for the nomination was the pa­ 
thetic feature of the whole campaign. 
A man who had received more votes 
in the primaries, who had a majority 
of the delegates on many ballots, was 
defeated by the two-thirds rule, which 
only once before operated to defeat 
for the nomination a man who had sc­ 
rim d a majority of the convention, 
and that was sixty years ago. 
The split in the Republican party 
ami the fact that both Taft and Roos­ 
evelt were candidates naturally en­ 
gendered personalities. 
Criticisms of 
public acts, charge s of all kinds, were 
made against the two men who had 
been elected to the highest office in 
the land. 


T h e Flash of a Gun. 
Most dramatic and shocking, how­ 
ever. was th© attempt upon Colonel 
Roosevelt's life in the midst of the 
hottest part of the campaign. 
The 
assassin’s bullet stopped the personali­ 
ties of the campaign, and for the first 
time the people had a square lcok at 
the candidate and became aware of 
the issues. 
A s Colonel Ifoosevelt was 
responsible for the personal eharaeter 
which the contest had assumed, both 
because of what he said aud w hat he 
Caused his bitter enemies to say about 
him. the peril in which he was placed 
hushed every eritieal voice. 
A truce 
was proclaimed in obeliience to the 
inherent good sense of the American 
people, who would not have a man 
abused who was near the gates of 
death and more particularly because 
they wanted to rebuke the cowardly 
attack upon a man’s life. 
The i ffect of the attack upon Colo 
nel Roosevelt’* life no doubt helped 
him in tho canvass. 
Beyond question 
many people supported him who might 
have voltd for one of the other candi- 
(lat* s. 
His brave manner and iron 
nerve which enabled him to make a 
speech with a bullet in his body cha’- 
lenged admiration and won support. 
Again was the campaign interrupt­ 
ed. This interruption came but a few 
days ago when the nation was shock­ 
ed by word of the death of Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman. As the Republican nat­ 
ional committee could not get together 
in time to name a successor before the 
election. Mr. Taft faces the polls to­ 
day without a “running mate." the 
first time such a situation has occured 
in the history of American politics. 


Cam paign 
Contributions. 
Not the bast interesting -id** light 
during the campaign was tilt* investi­ 
gation conducted by a committee of 
the senate into the expenditures dur­ 
ing the campaigns of I9<U and 190S, 
anti the preliminary campaigns of dif­ 
ferent candidates seeking nominations 
in 1912. 
While everybody knew' that 
big corjtorations hat! 
always made 
campaign contributions and that all 
parties had sought and received money 
wherever they could get it. yet there 
were 
many 
startling 
developments 
during the investigation and the testi­ 
mony taken which, while not affecting 
the present election to any great ex­ 
tent, will have an important bearing 
upon future campaigns. 
The one important result of the in­ 
vestigation was that big corporations 
and men of great wealth did not con­ 
tribute as freely as in years past and 
the different committees have been ap­ 
pealing to the voters for small con­ 
tributions to pay the actual necessary 
campaign expenses.

LAWYERS SEEK TO 
ENO LAW'S DELAYS. 


Wan* the Supreme Court Empowered 


to Make Model Plan. 


A com mitt©-’ to urge upon congress 
the necessity of vesting in the United 
States supreme court the power and 
duty to prepare a model system of 
pleading aud practice on the common 
law side of the federal courts has been 
appointed by President Frank B. Kol 
logg of the American Bar association 
in response to a resolution adopted at 
the association meeting in Milwaukee 
in August. 
The members of this committee on 
uniform judicial procedure are Thomas 
W. Shelton of Norfolk. Va., the chair­ 
man and chief worker in the move­ 
ment for uniform court procedure; J. 
M. Dickinson, Nashville; William B. 
Horn blower. New York; Louis D. Bran- 
deis, Boston, and Joseph N. Teal, Port­ 
land, Ore. 
A statement sent out by the Ameri­ 
can Bar association says: 
The committee will request congress to 
vest in the United States supreme court 
both the power and the duty to prepare 
and put into effect a model system of 
pleading and practice on the common law 
side of the federal courts in the hope that 
It will ultimately be adopted and become 
uniform In the states. 
It is believed that this will promote both 
economy and speed in litigation. The su­ 
preme court already ha^ the power to 
simplify federal procedure on the equity 
side of the court and has almost complet­ 
ed its work. 
This action on the part of the American 
Bar association answers the criticism that 
the lawyers of the country are doing noth­ 
ing to reform legal procedure.

M ilitary Secrets. 
For the protection of the military se 
crets of tile United States, President 
Taft issued an executive order forbid­ 
ding foreign vessels to enter the fol­ 
lowing [*orls without the special au­ 
thority of tile navy department: 
Tort agas. Fla.: Great Harbor, Cule- 
bra; Guantanamo, Cuba: Pearl harbor. 
Hawaii; Guam and Subig bay, Philip 
pine Islands. 
These ports are 
American 
naval 
bases 
The order declared that they 
were not subports of entry*. and should 
not be made such. 
It specifically closes the harbors to 
commercial and privately owned ves­ 
sels of foreign register, as well as to 
the warships of foreign powers, unless 
the secretary of the navy sanctions 
their entry 
Most of Hie ports have 
been practically closed for some time, 
but this order formally and officially 
closes them. 
Officials declared that 
there was no particular reason for the 
action except the general policy of 
guarding naval secrets 
The treasury department has notified 
all collectors of customs that importa­ 
tions are not to tie received at these 
ports.

The sam e is true o f polis this year be­ 
cause there is such a large silent vote 
There is no precedent for this cam ­ 
paign. ami all the political maps un­ 
cut of dote. 
Personally I would not 
hazard a prediction. 
I know how I 
want the thing to go. but any fore 
cast I might us ake would simply mirror 
my wishes 
And lids, I suspect, is th* 
case with practically all of those who 
are making predictions. No man know- 
which way the 1912 eat will jump 
It 
any one tells you he does know hand 
him a blank application for m«*ml*er 
ship in the Ananias club 
In a last survey of the field before 
election there is only one great fact 
that is certa!u. 
Aay possible result 
will mean a momentous change froti 
past political conditions. 
Few of at­ 
ren li/e just how fast we have been 
moving fsiliticnlly in the past few 
months 
As to where we are bound foi 
or when we shall get there, he Is u 
wise man who can tell 
“ We don't 
know where we re going, but we're on 
our way.” 


Beginning of a New Era. 


Without being an alarmist, it is my 
private opinion that before we are 
through we may wind up in socialism. 
In a revolution, lit a near monarchy 
iu the millenium or most any old place 
It is my hope, however, that out of ii 
ail may arise a new republic, or, rather, 
the old republic made new. better and 
greater than before, rebaptized, re 
dedicated and redeemed. 
Here is one other fact that is ap 
parent: This is no ordinary presidential 
election. 
It is the beginning of a new 
era. and that will be found true who 
ever happens to be elected in this par­ 
ticular struggle. 
The old condition* 
will never again 
I m? possible. 
Then 
has been a psychological change in the 
people that is none the less vast lie 
cause Invisible.

go back. 
For more than twenty years I ha\» 
watched national polities more or tes: 
closely, sometimes from the inside and 
again from the outside. now as a work 
er aud then as a newspaper writer 
through the Populist movement, the 
Bryan campaigns and the presidency 
of Roosevelt, but uever have I seen the 
great masses of the people moved so 
profoundly as now. The most significant 
thing about it is that the movement is 
confined to no section or party. 
The

Business men are cam 
paigning for the president. 
It is stat 
cd that the voters are returning to san 
tty and that by election day the bulk 
of Republicans and 
many 
patriotic 
Democrats 
will 
decide 
to 
lot 
well 
enough alone and put in Taft ballots. 
The Progressives are certainly mak 
ing a vigorous fight 
Their speaker- 
have the zeal of new convents and arc 
active in every corner of the land 
The bull moose managers claim new 
converts daily. Raying that they will 
get an enormous labor vote, that the 
old soldiers are for them. that they 
will have a majority of the Republic 
ans and thousands of the progressive 
Democrats, that their program of so 
cial justice and humanitarian measure/ 
is winning to their standard the best 
thought 
of 
the 
land, 
that 
Colone1 
Roosevelt has a larger personal follow 
ing then ever before and that the dan 
tardly assault upon him will bring mu! 
tiplied 
thousands of votes through 
indignation and sympathy, that straw 
votes taken In many sections show 
him far in the* lead and that he will 
sweep the Pacific coast and the middle 
west and will break into the east and 
possibly the sooth. 
They have the fire 
of crusaders and talk of nothing but 
victory 
As for Taft, they dismiss 
him as a dead Issue. 
All they have to

ing the largest number of electors, is 
naturally the state in which the fight 
is being waged most fiercely. The Em

the three candidates for governor arc 
popular.

Sulzer has been a congressman fat 
twenty years, having been elected all 
that time in a Republican district 
Once Tammany refused to nom inal 
him, and he ran as an independent, 
beating both old party candidates. 
He 
is chairman of the house committee on 
foreign affairs and as such framed the 
resolution 
denouncing 
the 
Russian 
treaty. 
He also introduced the parcel 
post bill ip the house. 
Job E. Hedges Is one of the best aft­ 


er dinner speakers In New York and a 
popular campaigner. 
Ile was once s 
United States treasurer and has held 
other jobs; also has refused a few. Job 
is a philosopher, with humor oozing 
between the cracks of his philosophy. 
Everybody knows about Oscar Strans. 
Ile has served under four presidents, 
mostly as ambassador to Turkey, but 
once in the cabinet. 
He belongs to a 
family of famous philanthropists and 
is its most famous member. 
The Socialist candidate is Charles Ed­ 
ward Russell, an old time newspa|»er 
man. who used to be called “ Iron Face.” 
All of these candidates expect to be 
elected, except Russell, and he is hav­ 
ing such a good time tie doesn't care. 


Governor of New Jersey Busy. 
There is no campaign for governor 
in New Jersey this year, the governor 
being busy in other ways. 
The chief 
interest center* in the right for United 
States senator, iu which Frank Oba- 
diah Briggs, the present incuml*ent, la 
opposed by Congressman Billy Hughes, 
who beat former Senator Smith in the 
primaries. 
Briggs unfortunately suf­ 
fered a recent breakdown in health. 
Hughes has l*een known as a ial*or 
member of congress and at the time 
he resigned to become a judge in Pas­ 
saic county was a member of the pow­ 
erful ways and means committee. 
In Massachusetts Governor Eugene 
N. Foss is fighting for reelection and 
is being opposed by Joseph Walker, 
Republican, and Charles Sumner Bird, 
Progressive. Governor Foss has twice 
been elected In the Bay State. %ut the 
remainder of the officers chosen were 
Republicans. 
President Taft carried 
the primaries by a slight plurality over 
Roosevelt, blit the bull moose is strong 
in the state. 
A successor is to be 
elected to Senator Murray Crane, who 
has announced his withdrawal 
Pennsylvania only elects minor offi­ 
cers. and on these the Republicans 
and Progressives are united. 
Follow­ 
ing a long drawn out tangle, the elec­ 
toral situation was ironed out by the 
Roosevelt electors withdrawing from 
the Republican ticket And running as 
independents. After Roosevelt’s sm ash­ 
ing primary victory in Pennsylvania 
conditions are so uncertain that all 
three elements claim the victory. 


Three Cornered Fight In Ohio. 


The president’s own state of Ohio 
has three distinct tickets all along the 
line. 
The candidates for governor are 
Congressman Cox for the Democrats, 
General it. B. Brown for the Republic­ 
ans and Arthur L. Ga rf Ord for the Pro­ 
gressives 
There is no senatorship at 
stake, but there are hot fights for con­ 
gress. with three candidates in most of 
the districts. 
Things are pretty much 
torii 
up politically 
in the Buckeye 
state, and almost anything may hap­ 
pen. 
T aft’s friends claim that he is 
gaining, the Democrats say they can’t 
lose, and the Progressives point to 
Roosevelt’s big victory in the prima­ 
ries as a prophecy of the way things 
will fall out on election day. 
Indiana's governor is also quite busy 
this year, but nevertheless the state is 
in the middle of a campaign to elect 
his successor. The three candidates are 
Samuel M. Ralston. Democrat; ex-Gov- 
ernor Durbin, Republican, and format 
Senator Beveridge, Progressive. There 
is always oratory on tap in an Indiana 
fight, and more of it than usual in the 
present battle. 
Beveridge and Landis 
are stirring up things for the bull 
moose. Senators Kern and Shively are 
helping 
the 
Democratic 
candidate, 
while the 
Republicans have a 
full 
quota of orators talking 
prosjM*rity. 
The old days, when New York and In 
diana were the pivotal states, have in 
a way returned, and the presidential 
candidates 
have 
made the 
Hoosier 
State a battleground. 
Illinois is alsc 
fighting territory, with not only twen­ 
ty-nine electoral votes at stake, but 
two senatorship^ as well as twenty- 
seven congressmen, governor and state 
Officers 
Illinois is in the very eenter 
of the Progressive territory, and this 
fact is making the fight one of the 
fiercest ever conducted in the state 


Deneen’s Fight For Re-election.

Charles S. Deneen for the Republicans, 
former Mayor Dunne of Chicago for 
tile Democrats, and State Senator Funk 
for the Progressives. 
Lawrence Y. 
Sherman is tile Republican nominee to

Hamilton Lewis, the Democratic. The 
Democrats of Chicago are divided into 
the H arrison and Sullivan factions, but 
both are supporting Wilson and the 
state ticket. 
There are also three candidates for 
governor In Missouri—Attorney Gener­ 
al Major for the Democrats, John C. 
McKinley 
for the 
Republicans and 
Judge Nortoni for the Progressives. 
The Democrats predict confidently that 
Missouri will this year return to the 
fold, but both other parties are fighting 
desperately. 
Despite the fact that he

egates at Chicago, Governor Hadley 
has finally declared for T a f t 
The

tice, 
Bulgaria, upon whom the bub; 
of th e fighting has fallen, and lier al­ 
lies are firm in th e ir stand that there 
m ust be no outside interference. Tile 
term s of jicace w ill.be a m atter then 
for the belligerents to determ ine. 
It is hoped in the chancellories that 
eventually the powers m ay hit upon 
som e way in which their offices in be­ 
half of jieace m ay be offered.

Washington, Nov. 5.—(Special)—Si- 


lently the ballots are falling today In 
every part of the Union save here in 
Washington, the seat of government 
and for the next four years the home 
of the man who will be chosen by 
those ballots as president of the Unit- 
ed States. 


In a few hours we shall know the re- 


sult of one of the most interesting 
campaigns in years and in which for 
the first time forty-eight states com- 
posing the contiguous territory of Uw 
United States take part. 


There are three contending and pos- 


sible candidates In. the field, any one of 
whom might be chosen, making this 
the first three-cornered presidential 
contest within the memory of present 
voters. Each ticket is a factor in the 
contest, as the votes polled for the so- 
called third ticket may decide the elec- 
tion. 


Also Electing a Congress. 


Second only to the election of the 


president is the election of a congress, 
especially as the result today may 
change the political complexion of the 
senate, which has been for so many 
years Republican. In thirty states leg- 
islatures will be elected which will 
choose senators. 
In three-«-Illinois, 


Idaho and Colorado—two senators ar» 
to be elected. 
The Illinois vacancy 


was caused by voting Lorimer out of 
the senate and the Idaho vacancy by 
the death, of Senator Heyburn. The 
Colorado vacancy has existed for two 
years because the last legislature did 
not choose a successor to Senator 
Hughes. 


The states in which senators are to 


be chosen are: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Colorado, Delaware, Georgia, Idaho, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Lou- 
isiana) Michigan, Minnesota, Mississip- 
pi, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, North Caroli- 
na, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Carolina, 
South Dakota. Tennessee, Texas. West 
Virginia and Wyoming. Maine has held 
her election and will elect a Republi- 
can in place of Gardner, Democrat. In 
many of the states the primary elec- 
tions have already settled the senator- 
ship. 


The new house of representatives to 


be elected will be composed of 435 
members, the largest ever known. Of 
these two in Vermont and four in 
Maine have already been elected. 


Many Governors to Be Electsd. 


Were it not for the overshadowing 


interest in the presidential contest the 
country would be considering the state 
election* where many governors are 
being chosen. The states electing gov- 
ernors today are Colorado, Connecti- 
cut. Delaware, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
York, North Carolina, North Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Washington. 
West Virginia and Wisconsin. 


In many of these states the contests 


have been spirited and interesting be- 
cause of local, conditions. This is es- 
pecially true In New York, where there 
are three tickets in the field and each 
claiming success. 


All Eyes on the Presidency. 


But no matter what other contests 


there may be it is the presidential 
•lection which attracts attention and 
bring* ont the largest vote. The peo- 
ple may be apathetic in other yean 
eren when they should be interested, 
knt the choice of a chief magistrate 
never fails to arouse the voters. Near- 
ly everybody is Interested in the great 
quadrennial «?ent 


Every presidential election has its 


particular feature of interest whlcn 
makes it different from all others that 
have gone before, although we are 
bound to.acknowledge that for years 
past there has been considerable repe- 
tition so far as results are concerned. 
But this year we have something dif- 
ferent, something that has not occur- 
red before, and consequently all eyes 
will be turned on the returns which re- 
late to the presidency.

The fact that two men who have 


been elected as Republicans to the 
presidency are contending for the elec- 
tion today, were contending for the 
Republican nomination in June and 
may defeat each other for the big 
prize, is enough in itself to make the 
day which ends the contest remark- 
able. 
Roosevelt was president. 
HP 


chose Taft as his successor, nominated 
and elected him. Taft was Roosevelt's 
cabinet officer. 
He had the choice of 


a position on the supreme bench or the 
presidency at the hands of Roosevelt 
and chose the latter. He was elected. 
Two firm party friends four years ago. 
two fierce political enemies now. 
Nothing is quite so strange as politics. 


Beginning last winter when the sup- 


porters of Roosevelt brought him on* 
there has been nothing quite so spec- 
tacular in politics as the fight in the 
Republican party. The effort of Roose- 
velt to capture the Republican nation- 
al convention, Taft's success by a very 
narrow margin and the bolt of Roose- 
velt from the Republican party and iiis 
organization of a new party have made 
the 
contest of these old political 


chums and cronies the leading feature 
of the campaign. 


Wilson's Surprise Party. 


Wcodrow Wilson had a surprise par- 


ty for the Democrats at Baltimore, and 
I am thinking that he was one of the 
surprised also. 
The Democrats fur- 


nished entertainments for the political 
onlookers, first in the fight beween 
Bryan and Parker for the temporary 
chairmanship. The only two men liv- 
ing who had run for president on the 
Democratic ticket met in a short con- 
test for this fleeting honor. The sev- 
eral speeches of Bryan in which he 
lashed 
leading Democrats 
and de- 


nounced New York Democracy furnish- 
ed intense interest to the proceedings. 
The almost successful run of Champ 
Clark for the nomination was the pa- 
thetic feature of the whole campaign. 
A man who had received more votes 
in the primaries, who had a majority 
of tire delegates on many ballots, was 
defeated by the two-thirds rule, which 
only once before operated to defeat 
for the nomination a man who had se- 
cured a majority of the convention, 
and that was sixty years ago. 


The split in the Republican party 


and the fact that both Taft and Roos- 
evelt were candidates naturally en- 
gendered personalities. Criticisms of 
public acts, charges of all kinds, were 
made against the two men who had 
been elected to the highest office in 
the land. 


The Flash of a Gun. 


Most dramatic and shocking, how- 


ever, was the attempt upon Colonel 
Roosevelt's life in the midst of the 
hottest part of the campaign. 
The 


assassin's bullet stopped the personali- 
ties of the campaign, and for the first 
time the people had a square Icok at 
the candidate and became aware of 
the issues. 
-As Colonel Roosevelt was 


responsible for the personal character 
which the contest had assumed, both 
because of what he said and what he 
caused his bitter enemies to say about 
him. the peril in which he was placed 
hushed every critical voice. 
A truce 


was proclaimed in obedience to the 
inherent good sense of the American 
people, who would not have a man 
abused who was near the gates of 
death and more particularly because 
they wanted to rebuke the cowardly 
attack upon a man's life. 


The effect of the attack upon Colo- 


nel Roosevelt's life no doubt helped 
him in the canvass, iieyond question 
many people supported him who might 
have voted for one of the other candi- 
dates. 
His brave manner and iron 


nerve which enabled him to make a 
speech with a bullet in his body chal- 
lenged admiration and won support. 


Again was the campaign interrupt- 


ed. This interruption came but a few 
days ago when the nation was shock 
ed by word of the death of Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman. As the Republican nat- 
ional committee could not get together 
in time to name a successor before the 
election, Mr. Taft faces the polls to- 
day without a "running mate," the 
first time such a situation has occnred 
in the history of American politics. 


Campaign Contributions. 


Not the least interesting side light 


during the campaign was the investi- 
gation conducted by a committee ol 
the senate into the expenditures dur- 
ing the campaigns of 1904 and 1903.

END LAW'S DELAYS. 


Want the Supreme Court Empowered 


to Make Model Plan. 


A committee to urge upou congress 


the necessit-y of vesting in tbe United 
States supreme court the power and 
duty to prepare a model systeai of 
pleading aud practice on the common 
law side of the federal courts has been 
appointed by President Frank B. <\el- 
logg of the American Bar association 
in response to a resolution adopted a! 
the association meeting in Milwaukee 
in August. 


The members of this committee on 


uniform judicial procedure are Thomas 
W. Sbeltou of Norfolk. Va.. the chair- 
man and chief worker in the move- 
ment for uniform court procedure: J. 
M. Dickinson, Nashville; William B. 
Hornblower, New York; Louis D. Bran- 
deis, Boston, and Joseph N. Teal, Port- 
laud, Ore. 


A statement sent out by the Ameri- 


can Bar association says: 


The committee will request congress to 


vest in the United States supreme court 
both the power and the duty to prepare 
and put into effect a model system of 
pleading and practice on the common law 
Bide of the federal courts in the hope that 
it will ultimately be adopted and become 
uniform in the states. 


It is believed that this will promote both 


economy and speed in litigation. The su- 
preme court already ha^ the power to 
simplify federal procedure on the-equity 
side of the court and has almost complet- 
ed its work. 


This action on the part of the American 


Bar association answers the criticism that 
the lawyers of the country are doing noth- 
ing to reform legal procedure.

Elliott and ! m0nv taken which, while not affecting 


Takes Action to Protect United States 


Military Secrets. 


For the protection of the military se 


crets of the United States, President 
Taft issued an executive order forbid- 
ding foreign vessels to enter the fol 
lowing ports without the special an 
thority of the navy department: 


Tortugas. Fla.: Great Harbor. Cule- 


bra; Guautanaino, Cuba: Pearl harbor. 
Hawaii; Guam and Subig bay, Philip 
pine Islands. 


These ports are American naval 


bases. The order declared that they 
were not subports of entry, and should 
not be made such. 


It specifically closes the harbors to 


commercial and privately owned ves- 
sels of foreign register, as well as to 
the warships of foreign powers, unless 
the secretary of the navy sanctions 
their entry. 
Most of tbe ports have 


been practically closed for some time 
but this order formally and officially 
closes them. 
Officials declared that 


there was no particular reason for the 
action except the general policy 
guarding naval secrets. 


The treasury department has notifies 


all collectors of customs that importa 
tions are not to be received at tliesi 
ports.

Husiness men are cam- 


paigning for the president. It is stat 
ed that the voters are returning to sau 
ity and that by election clay the bulk 
of Republicans and many patriotic 
Democrats will decide to let well 
enough alone and put in Taft ballots. 


The Progressives are certainly tnak 


ing a vigorous fight. Their speakers 
have the zeal of new conve»ts and are 
active in every corner of the land. 
The bull moose managers claim new 
converts daily, saying that they will 
get an enormous labor vote, that the 
old soldiers are for them, that they 
will have a majority of the Republic- 
ans and thousands of the progressive 
Democrats, that their program of so 
cial justice and humanitarian measure:1 
is winning to their standard the best 
thought of the 
land, that 
Colonel 


Roosevelt has a larger personal follow 
ing then ever before and that the das 
tardly assault upon him will bring mill 
tiplied 
thousands of votes through 


indignation and sympathy, that straw 
votes taken in many sections show 
him far in the lead and that he will 
sweep the Pacific coast and the middle 
west and will break into the east and 
possibly the south. They have the fire 
of crusaders and talk of nothing but 
victory. 
As for Taft. they dismiss 


him as a dead issue. All they have to 
do now is to beat Wilson, and they art- 
going joyfully about the task. 


Democrats Claim Every State. 


The Democrats are making their 


fight on high prices, the trusts and the 
tariff.

popular. 
They are William Snlzer 


(Dem.), Job E. Hedges (Rep.) and Os 
car S. Straus (Prog.). 


Snlzer has been a congressman 1m 


twenty years, having been elected all 
that time in a Republican district 
Once Tammany refused to nominate 
him. and be ran as an independent, 
beating both old party candidates. F> 
Is chairman of the house committee on 
foreign affairs and as such framed the 
resolution 
denouncing 
the 
Russian 


treaty. He also introduced the parcel 
port bill lq the boose. 


Job E. Hedges to one of the best «tt- 


er dinner speakers In New York and • 
popular campaigner. 
He was once a 


United States treasurer and baa odd 
other jobs; also has refused a few. Job 
is a philosopher, with humor oados 
between the cracks of bis philosophy. 


Everybody knows about Oscar Straus. 


He has served under four presidents 
mostly as ambassador to Turkey, but 
once in the cabinet He belongs to a 
family of famous philanthropists and 
is its most famous member. 


The Socialist candidate is Charles Ed- 


ward Russell, an old time newspaper 
man. who used to be called "Iron k'ace.™ 
All of these candidates expect to be 
elected, except Kussell. anil he is hav- 
ing such a good time he cli-esn't care. 


Governor of New Jersey Busy. 
There is no campaign for governor 


in New Jersey this year, the governor 
being busy in other ways. The chief 
interest centers in the tight for United 
States senator, in which Frank Oba- 
diah Briggs, the present incumbent, is 
opposed by Congressman Billy Hughes, 
who beat former Senator Smith in the 
primaries. Briggs unfortunately suf- 
fered a recent breakdown in health. 
Hughes has been known as a labor 
member of congress and at the time 
he resigned to become a judge in Paa- 
saic county was a member of the pow- 
erful ways and means committee. 


In Massachusetts Governor Eugene 


N. Foss is fighting for re-election and 
is being opposed by Joseph Walker. 
Republican, and Charles Stunner Bird, 
Progressive. Governor Foss has twice 
been elected in the Bay State. 1>ut the 
remainder of the officers chosen were 
Republicans. 
President Taft carried 


the primaries by a slight plurality over 
Roosevelt, but the bull moose is strong 
in the state. 
A successor is to be 


elected to'Seuator Murray Crane, who 
has announced his withdrawal. 


Pennsylvania only elects minor offi- 


cers, and on these the Republicans 
and Progressives are united. 
Follow- 


ing a long drawn out tangle, the elec- 
toral situation was ironed out by the 
Roosevelt electors withdrawing from 
the Republican ticket and running as 
independents. After Roosevelt's smash- 
ing primary victory in Pennsylvania 
conditions are so uncertain that all 
three elements claim the victory. 


Three Cornered Fight In Ohio. 
The president's own state of Ohio 


has three distinct tickets all along the 
line. The candidates for governor an 
Congressman Cox for the Democrats, 
General R. B. Brown for the Republic- 
ans and Arthur L. Garford for the Pro- 
gressives. There is no senatorship at 
stake, but there are hot tights for con- 
gress, with three candidates in most of 
the districts. Thiugs are pretty much 
torn up politically in the Buckeye 
state, and almost anything may hap- 
pen. Taft's friends claim that he is 
gaining, the Democrats say they cant 
lose, and the Progressives point to 
Roosevelt's big victory in the prima- 
ries as a prophecy of the way things 
will fall out on election day. 
.Indiana's governor is also quite busy 
this year, but nevertheless the state is 
in the middle of a campaign to elect 
his successor. The three candidates are 
Samuel L. Ralston. Democrat; ex-Gov- 
ernor Durbin. Republican, and formei 
Senator lieveridge. Progressive. There 
is always oratory on tap in an Indiana 
fight, and more of it than usual in the 
present battle. Beveridge and Landis 
are stirring up things for the bull 
moose. Senators Kern and Shively are 
helping 
the 
Democratic candidate, 


while the 
Republicans have a 
full 


quota of orators talking prosperity. 
The old days, when New York and In- 
diana were the pivotal states, have in 
a way returned, and the presidential 
candidates have made the Iloosiet 
State a battleground. 
Illinois is also 


fighting territory, with not only twen- 
ty-nine electoral votes at stake, but 
two senatorships, as well as twenty- 
seven congressmen, governor and state 
officers. 
Illinois is in the very center 


of the Progressive territory, and this 
fact is making the fight one of the 
fiercest ever conducted in the state. 


Deneen's Fight For Re-election. 
The candidates for governor are 


Charles S. Deneen for the Republicans, 
former Mayor Dunne of Chicago for 
the Democrats, and State Senator Funk 
for the Progressives. 
Lawrence Y. 


Sherman is the Republican nominee to 
succeed Senator Cullom and James 
Hamilton Lewis, the Democratic. The 
Democrats of Chicago are divided into 
the -Harrison and Sullivan factions, but 
both are supporting Wilson and the 
state ticket 


There are also three candidates for 


governor in Missouri—Attorney Gener- 
al Major for the Democrats. John C. 
McKinley for the Republicans and 
Jndge Norton! for the Progressives. 
The Democrats predict confidently that 
Missouri will this year return to the 
fold, but both other parties are fighting 
desperately. 
Despite the fact that he 


led the battle to seat the Roosevelt del- 
egates at Chicago. Governor Hartley 
has finally declared for Taft 
The 


Champ Clark Democrats were natural- 
ly sore at his defeat at Baltimore, bnt 
the speaker is valiantly supporting Wil- 
son. 


Hot campaigns are also being made 


In Minnesota. Iowa. Michigan. Wiscon- 
sin, Kansas. Nebraska and in fact In 
all of the northern and some of the 
southern states.

London, Xov. 3.—If she wants peace 


Turkey must treat directly with her 
conquerors. 
The powers to whom 


she went with pleas for mediation told 
the porte that they could not go to the 
Balkan allies with a request for an 
amistice. 
Only proposals for peace 


will be made by the powers, was the 
answer Turkey got. Some of the pov.-- 
ers have snid that an armistice would 
offend the Balkan victors. 
Others 


take the stand that such a move as 
Turkey asks of them would he an in- 
fringement of international law. The 
Ottoman must therefore continue his 
hopeless fight until he is willing to ro 
to his enemy with a plea for an armis- 
tice. Bulgaria, upon whom the bul,-; 
of the fighting has fallen, and her al- 
lies are firm in their stand that there 
must be no outside interference. The 
terms of peace will.be a matter then 
for the belligerents to determine. 


It is hoped in the chancellories that 


eventually the powers may hit upon 
some Way in which their offices in be- 
half of peace may be offered. 
But 


when Turkey came with her unexpect- 
ed appeal the diplomatic negotiations 
then under way were extremely neb- 
ulous. 
Even the preliminaries had 


not been settled. Austria stood aside 
in dissent while France and Russia 
and England made proposals, and with 
Austria stood Germany and Italy. Dip- 
lomats say, however, that Austria may 
have mistaken the meaning of "dis 
intercstedness." 
Austria apparently 


took the word as directed against the 
idea of any economic arrangements 
between 
Austria 
and 
the 
Baikal: 


states. 
Austria's attitude, however, 


still causes uneasiness in Europe, and 
the rumors of the mobilization of her 
troops persist. 


From the military point of view the 


campaign may already be regarded as 
settled. The Bulgars look forward to 
the ensuing diplomatic campaign with 
dark determination. 
They have de- 


cided to take advantage of every point 
they have gained, and will negotiate 
only directly with the Turks. 


"There has been little rest and no 


respite for the harried remnant of the 
Turkish army," writes a correspond- 
ent from the front. 
"Onward, ever 


onward, is the cry of its, pursuers, un- 
til the Bulgarian cannon thunders at 
the rear, insatiable for deaths to make 
Its hourly toll of battered, tattered 
human wrecks, once soldiers, but all 
whose feeble energies are now devoted 
not to fighting, but to fleeing for their 
very lives over the wide Thracian 
plain, up the steep, rocky slopes of 
Chorlu to its wide plateaus and down 
either side across the stony valley 
which leads toward the Chataidja.
